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MAYOR’S ANNUAL MESSAGE

‘To the marek: the Members of the Common Council of the City of Plain- 
field: 


Unfortunately the hope we had a year ago that conditions would be 
more settled by this time has not (been realized, and it would be as inop- 
portune now as it was then to lay down any comprehensive 
program with ‘respect to the larger municipal projects which 


‘we have in mind. Relief may be nearer at hand than we 


know but it is not yet in sight. In times like the present we must feel 
our way and specific recommendations as to projects and improvements 
which cannot be undertaken now, on account of the high cost of labor, 
material and supplies, would better be deferred until we are able to give 
them active consideration. There are some things, however, which could 
be taken up to advantage during the period of forced inactivity. These, 
and some matters of general policy in the administration of municipal af- 
fairs, are herewith, sujbmitted for your consideration. 


Ash and Garbage Disposal 


It is not going to be easy to decide which of several systems for the 
collection and disposal of garbage and ashes is best adapted to our needs, 
but that fact will not justify further inaction. We have reached a point 
where we are at least all agreed that any system would be preferable to 
the one which we have endured so long. It is unsanitary, unsightly, un- 
reliable. A solution of the problem may jbe difficult but it is a matter of 
urgent public necessity. 

The disposal of ashes and rubbish is a simple matter, whether col- 
lected by the city or by contract. Ashes can be used to fill low ground 
and rubbish can be dumped and burned under permits from the Board 
of Health. The disposal of garbage is the crux of the problem. There are 
difficulties about a municipal incineration plant, aside from the initial 
cost. A central location would be strenuously opposed by the people of 
the neighborhood, and a plant placed at some isolated point at or out- 
side the city limits would add to the long haul and greatly increase the 
cost of operation. Other methods of disposal are by feeding to pigs and 
burying in trenches. The latter is wasteful. Hog farms can Ibe made 
profitable if conducted on a sufficiently large scale under scientific man- 
agement, but it is a question whether the business should be carried on 
by the city itself. To be successful it must be made to pay and the in- 


- centive would be lacking under municipal ownership. Success also would 


largely depend on the manager, who would |be a salaried official, and it is 
doubtful whether the position could be made attractive to a business 


farmer capable of turning the enterprise into a source of revenue for the 


city. On the whole it would seem better to play safe, and begin by giving 
the contract to a private individual or concern at a fixed annual sum, un- 
der municipal regulation as to collection, and possibly as to rates also, 
because what people pay for the removal of waste should depend on the 
quantity removed. Any municipal system’ would be objectionable under 
which a factory or hotel paid no more than a small householder. 

A reason for giving the private contract system a trial is that it will 
cost nothing to discontinue it. But that would not be the case if a city- 
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owned plant is installed and municipal operation proves a failure or too 
expensive. Municipal collection and disposal is one thing. The contract 
system properly controlled and regulated is another. Until modern prac- 
tice has evolved a proved method for municipal operation by cities of our 
class, it may be wiser not to experiment with the systems which cost the 
most. We can always fall back on them. 

This subject has recently been referred to the Research and Advisory 
Commission and is now under consideration by that body. I recommend 
a budget appropriation to the Commission to enable it to obtain expert 
advice if necessary; and that it be requested to conclude its investigations 
and report its recommendations if possible before the first of April. Let 
us make it one of our good resolutions for the new year to push this mat-_ 
ter to a speedy conclusion. 


Municipal Parkway and Playground 


Plainfield needs a city playground and needs it more every year. The 
longer we defer the matter the greater will be the expense and the diffi- 
culty of securing a location. Playgrounds ought to be laid out in conjunc- 
tion with parkways and both should be within easy access of those fer 
whom they are primarily intended—-people living in the more built-up 
districts and who have less leisure and means than others in the pursuit 
of recreation. We should have public discussion and a free exchange of 
views on so important a matter, but there is not a very wide field of 
choice; and the territory along Green Brook from about Geraud Avenue 
westerly to the city line, to which I directed attention a year ago, still 
seems to meet our requirements better than any other yet suggested. 

We can find other locations suitable for small public parks. But look- 
ing to the growth of the city and the requirements of the future there are 
possibilities in the low land along the brook, unsuitable for building pur- 
poses for a parkway of unusual size and character. It would not be neces- 
sary to acquire or develop all of it at once. But a beginning might be 
made at the easterly end, where an attractive entrance could be built and 
a sufficient area laid out at small cost for baseball, football and tennis. 
The development of the park features would follow in course of time. The 
important thing is to have our discussion over with as soon as possible 
and make a start. What has held the matter up is dowbt as to a sufficiency 
of water during dry spells in the summer. But we have never yet put that 
problem up to expert engineers. There may be a way out, possibly by 
recourse to an artificial supply during certain seasons. At any rate there 
would be no difficulty as for skating in winter; and we may find that 
facilities could be provided for swimming and even boating. It might re- 
cuire the co-operation or at least the consent of the borough to make 
the best use possible of the brook; but even without water the whole area 
westerly between Front Street and the brook is wonderfully adapted to 
the requirements of a municipal playground and boulevard. 

If the Research and Advisory Commission is to make a comprehen- 
sive survey of the territory and obtain reliable information as to the prob- 
able cost of acquiring such properties as would not be donated, and ex- 
pert advice on the matter of water supply, artificial and otherwise, it should 
have an appropriation to meet the necessary expense. Not much would be 
needed, and it would be money well spent. The Commission which devotes 
its time without compensation to this work of city planning should be put 
in a position to pursue its investigation of the subject in a thorough man- 
ner. 
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Public Comfort Station 


While it is the prevailing opinion that the business district should have 
a public comfort station there are many who have expressed themselves 
differently, among whom are some of our leading merchants. In their 
view of the matter it would be a convenience at public expense chiefly for 
shoppers who should be provided with rest rooms in the larger stores. 
When we have a municipal playground and park, they say, ‘we shall need 
a public comfort station there, but the store-keepers should provide such 
conveniences for their patrons. But there is more than that to be said cn 
the subject. When the stores are closed, and even when they are open, 
there are many people on the streets downtown who are not shopping, 
people taking and leaving trolley cars, people who work out-of-doors, and 
those who walk about town for pleasure. A public comfort station in the 
heart of the busy section where people constantly are found in large num- 
ber is undoubitedly a necessity from the standpoint of good health and good 
morals. 

There is only one difficulty and that is the question of location, This 
is really more important than is generally appreciated. Probably most 
people have thought that all that is necessary is to acquire a small build- 
ing somewhere downtown and fix it up. The fact is that if we are to have 
a public comfort station at all it should be absolutely the last word as to 
light, air, plumbing and sanitation. There would be no economy in any- 
thing of a makeshift character. The cost of operation would also be con- 
siderable, as it would involve janitor service for both sexes at all hours. 

It would be a mistake to undertake the project at all unless it is done 
in the right way. What really is needed is an open space or small square 
for a structure of this kind. Possibly it could be provided in connection 
with the new street connecting Somerset Street and Watchung Avenue, to 
which I shall presently refer, or allowed for when Park Avenue is widened. 
The point is that a substantial investment is involved, certainly not less 
than twenty-five thousand dollars, and the conclusion is that it may be 
well to defer the improvement, desirable though it may be, until our street 
widening and street opening policy is definitely determined. 


Street Extensions and Street Widening 


I have already expressed the opinion that with conditions as they now 
are it will be best to curtail as much as possible all improvements of an 
extensive character. This will be merely a continuance of the policy fol- 
lowed last year when we built only half of the instalment of permanent 
pavement originally intended and postponed actual work under street 
widening ordinances. The State highway program for 1920 to which we 
are committed, as to a route through the city, may require some work on 
Plainfield Avenue and on West Front and Fifth Streets; but even as ta 
that, the character of the pavement can be made to conform to what the 
State engineers regard as suitable for the State highways which is less 
expensive than the brick pavement we have in our fjusinessj section. 

The Street Committee has devoted considerable time this year to a 
study of our street 'widening and street extension problem, and the period 
now at our disposal could be used for further investigation and to formu- 
late a comprehensive and definite plan for the relief of traffic congestion, 
always bearing in mind that no jplan will be economical in the long run 
which does not care for future requirements. 

In this connection a suggestion has been made in which I understand 
the Business Men’s Association has taken an interest, that a new street. be 
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laid out from Watchung Avenue to Somerset Street between Front Street 
and the ‘brook. It is said that this could be done at little expense to the 
city at large as a considerable part of the area is of little or no value as 
back-lot property, and perhaps would be donated in return for the new 
entrances to Front Street properties which the proposed street would make 
possible. The proposition has merit. Such a street would provide a loop 
for the turning of trolley cars, would take a considerable portion of traffic 
off Front Street, and would increase our facilities for parking, 


License Fees 


‘The fees paid for various permits and licenses under city ordinances 
are the same that they were years ago when the cost of government was 
nothing like what it is today. There is a relation between income and 
expense, and we may have been slow in going out for new revenue. Less 
than six thousand dollars was taken in last year for over eleven hundred 
licenses of one kind and another, and a comparison of the fees charged 
here and in other cities may show that our rates are too low. 

Investigation probably would reveal new sources of income also. For 
example, it has not |been our practice to charge a license fee for public 
dances and entertainments. Last year permits were issued for nearly two 
hundred public dances which were purely money making affairs. Then 
there are other places of amusement like pool rooms; and in some cities 
ta fee of one dollar per thousand is charged for building permits. These 
are merely cases which come to the mind and there may be many others. 
It is a subject for thorough inquiry, to see if we are getting all the revenue 
from sources of that character that we should, and whether our income 
might not be substantially increased in the aggregate without imposing 
any burden in the individual case. 


Jitneys 


There is current a ‘good deal of misunderstanding as to certain rules 
recently made effective by the Board of Police, which is charged with the 
duty of regulating traffic. Until this year we have had not more than five 
cr six jitneys operating here, but a few, weeks ago as many as ten or a 
dozen new applications were filed, and in practically every case the main 
line trolley route was the one applied for. This would have brought all 
of them through Front Street, which already has more traffic than it can 
stand. It seemed best to the Board of Police, and to the other memibers 
_of the Council in conference with the Board, to make Second Street a 
route through the business section for jitney service, and if jitneys are 
allowed on Front Street to limit the number. In addition, the Fourth 
Street jitney is required to start at Clinton Avenue instead of Monroe Ave- 
nue, so as to give service at the city line; and the terminal of that route 
Las ‘been fixed at Park Avenue and Second Street instead of Somerset 
Street. One location is practically as central as the other, and busses run- 
ning into Front Street and Somerset Street from Park Avenue, only add to 
the confusion at that point. 'There have |been no changes of routes to 
shut jitneys entirely out of the business section, but there is no good. rea- 


son why the trolley cars and jitneys should all run on identically the same 


streets, It would seem that the travelling public is better served the more 
streets there are with transportation into the ‘business section. 

Aside from the above, the rules merely provide for daily reports of 
passengers carried, regular schedules, the lighting of jitneys inside at 
night, and that standing passengers shall not be carried to the point of 
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overcrowding, accident from which is more likely to occur in a motor ve. 
hicle than in cars running on tracks. . 

The street railway service is not what it should be and the publie is 
entitled to have it supplemented. But the public. will suffer the most and 
will suffer first, if it ig permanently crippled. There are considerations 
which are often ignored. And there is such a thing as fair play. 

Street railways were originally given a monopoly and were made to 
pay for it. They are required to do many things, such as paving, keeping 
the tracks clear from snow in winter, conforming to regular schedules 
over defined and extended routes, and operating day and night in all kinds 
of weather. But they no longer enjoy a monopoly. Of course the motor 
vehicle has reduced street railway patronage in a perfectly legitimate wiay, 
by invention. And if motor busses, or jitneys as they are called, can be 
made to serve the public convenience, they should be accepted as another 
modern step in the development of transportation. But it is unreason- 
able that the street railway lines should continue to be regulated while 
jitneys are permitted to run wild. The latter should be subject to control 
as to routes, schedules, rates and other conditions, like other common car- 
riers. 

Street railways must have income, and unrestricted jitney competition 
is doing as much as anything to throw them into Ibiankruptey. It is aa 
axiom of the service that the short haul in the congested business dis- 
tricts is the profitable end of the business, which makes the long haul at 
comparatively low rates possible. It is with this short haul traffic that the 
jitney is most actively in competition without being subject to any fran- 
chise burdens. If the public is prepared to get along without trolley cars, 
well and good. Otherwise it would be a Short-sighted policy to spite puiblic 
service corporations for their errors in the past or for present bad service, 
by putting them entirely out of business. 


The Budget 


With tax rates and taxes going) up everywhere, about the only con- 
solation we have is that they have not climbed as high here as in most 
Places. Our taxes are about the lowest for cities of the same Class, and 
very much lower than in most cities of the State. This is due to our 
budget-making system voluntarily adopted five years ago before it was 
required by State law, and to the unusual care with ‘which estimates have 
been scrutinized, correlated and equalized by the Finance Committee in 
preparing the annual budigets. For three years in succession we had the 
distinction of holding the tax rate at 1.91. It went to 2.08 in LOT vou 
first year in the war, but the new State road tax accounted for one-half 
the increase. The rate was 2.10 jin 1918, and 2.36 in 1919, but of course 
taxes everywhere went up Sharply last year on account of the mounting 
cost of labor, fuel, material and supplies of all kinds, and the very large 
sums added to the payrolis for salary increases and bonuses to teachers, 
firemen and policemen. 

People will not complain if taxes §0 up on account of the operating 
costs now prevailing and that we may providé good pay for our municipal 
employees. But real economy ‘was never more necessary than now, when 
extravagant expenditure is running its course if indeed it is not fast be- 
coming a habit. There will be the temptation this year to ease up in the 
scaling of departmental estimates and to be liberal for once ‘with appro- 
priations, on the theory that taxpayers are fatalists by now and would 
die of shock unless the tax rate maintains its buoyancy, Even the hardened 
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tax critic cynically admits on the quiet that this is the time, if ever, to 
spend nroney—hbecause everybody is doing it. 

There is in the air all about us a current of indifference if not reck- 
lessness; but this only adds to the responsibility of officials with respect 
to public expenditures. Our budget-making should not be undertaken 
lightly this year. There ought not to be Jess insistence, but rather more, 
on the most rigid economy in the conduct of our public affairs. 


Individual Responsibility and the Public Expense 


While it may be good for the people to rule themselves it is to be 
doubted whether it costs less than in the good old days when others at- 
tended to the job for them. The careless attitude of irresponsibility with 
regard to the public welfare is undoubtedly a factor entering into the high 
cost of government. The relation between individual responsibility and 
the public expense is only a phase of the’ larger question of paternalism 
in government, but it is of considerable importance in the determination 
of many of our municipal policies. 

For example, in the fire department there is an insistent demand all 
the time for more men and more apparatus. If there is a single building 
in the city the top floor of which cannot lbe reached by our ladders, then 
a new truck and longer ladders are loudly called for, although there are 
laws which require buildings to be made safe with fire escapes. The city 
is asked to do something which the individual ought to do. 

The number of fires would be greatly reduced and large fire depart- 
ments would be unnecessary, if voidable fires were discouraged and citi- 
zens were made to protect themselves by observance of fire prevention regu- 
lations and by orderly housekeeping ‘habits. A large percentage of all 
fires originate in the rubbish heap. 

The strange theory prevails that a fire department is maintained to 
protect people from the result of their own negligence. But there is no 
more reason why the general public should be taxed for that purpose than 
that firemen should be expected to risk their lives fighting fires which are 
easily preventable. <A fire department should be equal to the task of 
checking, a general conflagration however originating. But it is an un- 
sound principle which ignores the irresponsibility of many people toward 
the common safety, 

The remedy is to fix personal responsibility for loss by preventable 
fires. This has been done in some places by ordinances which assess 
upon the individual the cost of extinguishing fires resulting from neglect 
or violation of any fire prevention regulation. The offender is made to pay 
the city for the services of the fire department when called out, and for all 
damages to persons or property resulting from his negligence. Most fires 
are caused by carelessness and people are careless ‘because they are insured 
and are served by expensive fire departments free of cost. If they knew 
that they would be made to paysthe full cost of fighting preventable fires, 
and the damage resulting therefrom, there would be fewer fires and 
smaller appropriations in our budgets for the maintenance of fire depart- 
ments. 

The same principle is involved in the administration of the police de- 
partment. To take one of the police problems as an example, there has 
been an increasing number of collisions of motor vehicles at street inter- 
sections with, a corresponding deluge of suggestions that traffic officers 
be placed at this corner and that, on account of accidents there occurring. 
Not one of these suggestions, taken by itself, is unreasonable. But it 
would take a police force many times the present size to make every street 
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corner in the city absolutely safe for careless motorists, and obviously a 
police department should not be maintained at public expense for any such 
purpose. Except for facilitating the: orderly movement and turning of 
traffic in congested districts, traffic officers are for the protection of pedes-~ 
trians at crossings and not to save reckless drivers from the natural result 
of their carelessness. 

Of course accidents sometimes occur despite the greatest care. But 
the truth of the matter is that in most cases they are due to the utter reck- 
lessness of drivers who pass corners at a speed too great to avoid collision 
with others equally careless. The notion prevails that one may safely 
pass a cross street without abatement of speed, on the assumption that 
ho car is approaching from tthe side, or if one is, that it will heed your 
horn and stop as a matter of course to let you go by first. But the troubie 
with that rule of action is that everybody else has also adopted it. 

Right of way is impotrant on the question of damages, but cannot be 
relied on to prevent the accident. Law or no law, one’s speed at blind in- 
tersections should be limited by one’s range of vision, left as well as right. 
Applying the principle of safety first, the presumption ought to be that 
another car is always trying to beat you to the corner, and that the driver 
is deaf and cannot hear your horn, or is under the influence of something 
or other and does not care. 

The police should do all they can to stop speeding and other viola- 
tions of the law, and traffic posts should be used at blind corners and where 
traffic is heavy. But after all there is a bottom to the public treasury 
which will not let us wholly interfere with the determination of some mo- 
torists to smash each other up if they can. 

Many other instances might be given where expense could be saved 
by the exercise of individual responsibility toward the common safety and 
health. This is especially true in matters of sanitation as the Board of 
Health has frequently pointed out. Considerable expense could be saved 
to the city if merchants and householders generally would conform to tha 
ordinances which prohibit the sweeping of filth and refuse out into the 
streets. 

It is a curious fact that when the question is asked, ‘““‘What can be 
done for the betterment of Plainfield?’ the answer is always one which 
calls for the expenditure of public funds. There are many things which 
need to be done and suggestions are helpful, but it is commonly over- 
looked that we can never have officers and jinspectors enough to enforce 
all the laws all the time, and the best, thing that could be done for Plain- 
field would be the development of individual responsibility with respect 
to the obligations of citizenship. , 


Civic Organizations 


Civic bodies can be helpful with suggestion and criticism, [out are 
they doing all that they might do unless they actively co-operate witli the 
authorities for the enforcement of the law, and organize campaigns ta 
educate the people to do their part in the conduct of the affairs they have 
in common? Public officials need advice and criticism. They also need 
Support. And the active support of our civic organizations is necessary 

for the development of civic pride which sometimes appears to be at low 
ebb in Plainfield compared with some of our more advanced neighhors. 
There will always be opposition to public improvements costing money 
on the part of those who fear that their own financial interests will suffer 
and clearly it is up to those who would have public sentiment with respect 
_ to wise city planning express itself differently, to organize for the purpose. 
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It is not always quite enough to give silent approval and stand by 
and watch what is going on. Few people have even a measurable under- 
standing of the character and business capacity of the Plainfield Common 
Council or of its devotion to the public interests. Its work would be dis- 
couraging sometimes, but for recognition of the inherent defects of de- 
miocracy and a saving sense of humor. I could wish that more often iit 
might have the encouragement which expressed approval and organized 
Support would afford, and of which it is deserving, I think, to a degree 
unmatched in any other city in the State.

Special Message No, 19. War Memorial 


To the Honorable Members of the Common Council of the City of Plain- 
field: 


Shortly after the signing of the armistice I appointed a committee of 
citizens known as the Mayor’s War Memorial Advisory Committee, to ad- 
vise as to the character of the memorial to be erected in our city in honor 
of those who entered the active service of their country, and especially 
in memory of those who gave their lives in the greatest cause for which 
men have ever fought. Througbout ithe ages men have raised memorials 
to perpetuate the great events of their time, and the lives and the sacri- 


fices of noble men and women—but not aiways wisely or in a Manner. 


to refiect the highest standards of the period. In our enthusiasm over the 
sudden collapse of the war there was danger that we might act hastily 
in a matter calling for deliberation and the best of judgment if we would 
avoid the mistakes of earlier times. 

The committee has been at work more than three months in the col- 
lection of information as to what is being proposed in other communities, 
and lby municipal art and war memorial societies, It has made a survey 
of the city as to locations and has invited suggestions from our own people. 
A meeting with the North Plainfield committee was held to discuss the 
possibility of joint action through the creation of a memorial park along 
Green Brook; and other types of memorial such as the community house, 
street arch, statue, etc. were carefully considered. The committee’s con- 
clusion is that the memorial should take the form of a public square or 
small municipal park in which to erect a rostrum for out-of-door public 
speaking and concerts, or similar type of monument. Several such could 
be mentioned—for example, a fountain, or a clock-tower with rostrum at 
the base. ‘The latter would afford opportunity for a splendid combination 
of the utilitarian and monumental types. 

The committee is of opinion that the public square should be created 
by the city in the same manner as are other municipal projects and im- 
provements. The memorial itself would be paid for by popular subscrip- 
tion. The committee defers a definite recommendation as to the precise 
form of the memorial until the location, size and neighborhood character 
of the site have ‘been determined. As to location, the committee presents 
alternative suggestions: either the area bounded by Park avenue, Front 
sireet, Pruden’s alley and West Second street; or, if that project is re- 
jected on account of the cost, the block bounded by Watchung avenue, 
Sixth street, Sycamore street and Fifth street, 
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It is evident that nothing further can be done to advance the war 
memorial project which the committee has recommended, or to substitute 
some other plan, until the city decides whether it will create a public 
Square and park at one of the locations suggested; and [I therefore recom- 
mend that the subject be given immediate consideration by your honorable 
body. This is especially necessary if there is likelihood of your selection 
of the Watchung avenue block because the building plans of the Y, M. 
C. A. will depend on your decision. ‘There should also be ample oppor- 
tunity for wide public discussion. We ought to hear not only from the 
Owners of property affected but from taxpayers generally. Public hear- 
ings and meetings should be held so that people who favor the recom- 
mendations of the War Memorial Advisory Committee may be heard from 
as well as those who object. 


Iam myself in accord with the conclusion of the war memorial com- 
mittee that the most fitting and appropriate memorial! for Plainfield would 
be a rostrum or similar type of monument, erected in a public square or 
in a small municipal park within a square. But on the question of loca- 
tion I have no definite recommendation to make. It is a question on 
which, I think, we should try to keep open-minded until it has been 
studied from every angle. 


There are, however, certain considerations which we ought to have 
in mind in the course of our deliberations. 

Probably most people will agree that the block opposite the City Hall 
would furnish much the finer site of the two for the memorial. This would 
also create a civic center of great beauty, with the City Hall facing the 
square from the east, and the new Y. M. C, A. building from the west, and 
with two fine churches in the immediate vicinity. No doubt Watchung 
avenue will develop into an important main street of the city, perhaps into 
the principal business street, if it is widened under the railroad as it should 
be. In time other fine buildings would be erected on the other sides of 
the square and in the vicinity. But a square in this section of the city, 
while opening up great possibilities for the future and a praiseworthy pro- 
ject from the standpoint of good city planning, is of no immediate prac- 
tical value and would not relieve the necessity of street widening and 
street opening improvements in the business section.. 

The downtown public square on the other hand, would serve a two- 
fold object. It would furnish an entirely fitting site for the memorial and 
at the same time would be a far-reaching settlement of the traffic problem. 
It is doubtful whether, looking to the future, it will suffice merely to open . 
up new streets from Front Street to North Avenue and to West Second 
Street. That, of course, would relieve congestion in the movement of 
traffic but we would still be lacking in parking facilities. Even our best 
streets are too narrow to permit uninterrupted parking; and a parking 
space to be serviceable must ibe centrally located, which precludes the pur- 
chase of inexpensive property at a distance from the business center. If 
_ the curb is intolerably blocked today, what will be the situation twenty 
years hence when there may be a licensed motor car for every inhabitant 
in the country instead of one for every fifteen as today? We seem to be 
agreed that Park Avenue must be widened in any event, This will involve 
so much of the value of the property to be taken that, as I pointed out 
in my last annual message, it is worth considering whether it would not 
in the long run be cheaper to acquire the rear lots as well and possibly 
as far as Pruden’s Alley, opening up a public space which could not fail 
greatly to enhance the value of adjacent property and valuations generally, 
and which viewed solely as an investment, would hold promise of a good 
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return eventually through the impetus given to the growth and develop- 
ment of the city. 

The present cost of such an improvement should, of course, be taken 
into account, A better way may possibly be found. I urge only that this 
project be not rejected solely on account of its cost today. If it is to be 
thrown into the discard I submit that it should be because you have satis- 
fied yourselves that an open square at this point will never be necessary. 
Now is the time to provide for it, if ever. I do not think that you will be 
content, if you believe that the improvement must some day be made, to 
incur the large expense attendant upon the mere widening of Park Avenue 
and leave the problem only half solved and the next generation to pay for 
our short-sightedness aS we are paying today for the mistakes of those 
who laid out our streets originally. If instead we decide to go in for an 
extensive program of street widening and new streets as the best solu- 
tion of the problem it ought to be on the basis of a definite decision that 
the requirements of a greater city will be as well met in that way as in any 
other. Improvements to be wisely made must have reference to the future 
as well as to the present. That is a cardinal principle of good city plan- 
ning which we shall never have a better chance to apply. 


I attach hereto and make a part of this communication the report of 


the War Memorial Advisory Committee dated Aipril 16th, with the sub- 
committee report of April 7th to which reference is therein made.

Report of Mayor’s War Memorial Advisory Committee 
April 16th, 1919 
Honorable Leighton Calkins, Mayor of the City of Plainfield, N.. J. 
Sir: 

The committee of citizens which you appointed, known as_ the 
Mayor’s War Memorial Advisory Committee, to advise as to the form or 
character of memorial to be erected in Plainfield to commemorate the 
patriotism and valor of those who went into active service in the war, and 
especially in memory of those who gave their lives in the great cause, re- 
spectfully reports as follows its conclusions and recommendations: 

The committee, following your: suggestion, appointed sub-committees 
to collect information as to projects contemplated elsewhere, and to.)re- 
ceive and consider suggestions from our own people. It has held many 
meetings and has carefully considered various forms of memorial such 
as community houses, arches, statues, parks, rostrums, etc.; and its con- 
clusion is that the city authorities should create a public square or park 
in which an appropriate memorial can be erected, such as a rostrum for 
public speaking and band concerts, fountain, or a roster column, or per- 
haps a combination of them. Evidently the precise form of the memorial 
itself should depend in some degree on the size and location of the square 
or park selected for its setting; and your committee thinks it premature 
to recommend anything final in that respect, deeming it wiser that the mat- 
ter should await the decision of the city authorities on the question of 
location. . . 

With respect to location, your committee recently appointed a sub- 
committee of five members to investigate and make a recommendation. 
The report of this sub-committee, which is annexed hereto, has been ac- 
cepted and is made a part of this report and as a recommendation from 
this committee. Your committee appreciates, however, that the. city

authorities may deem it too costly a project to create the public square 
suggested by the Mayor in his annual message of January lst, 1919, as 
a solution of our most serious downtown traffic problem; and if that plan 
should be abandoned, your committee recommends as an alternative site 
for a square the property bounded by Watchung Avenue, Fifth Street, 
Sycamore Street and Sixth Street. This property is of sufficient area to 
produce a public square, with a park in the center as a beautiful setting 
for the war memorial, and large enough to be developed as a place of 
rest and relaxation. We appreciate that this would necessitate taking 
over the recently acquired Y. M. C. A. property, but the Y. M. C. A, build- 
ing would face the new park from its Sycamore Street property, and with 
the new City Hall facing the park from the other side, there would be 
created in the city a civic center of great beauty. 

In conclusion your committee would say that it gave exhaustive con- 
sideration to other possible sites for the proposed war memorial square 
or park. The present city park between EKighth and Ninth Streets is off 
the main thoroughfares, and too far from the business center to be used 
to the extent it should be. The municipal playground and parkway along 
Green Brook, also suggested by the Mayor in his last annual message, is 
a project attended by problems on account of the desirability of co-opera- 
tion with North Plainfield situated in another county, and these political 
and practical problems would take time to solve. We understand that this 
playground-park project has been referred to the Research and Advisory 
Commission for study; but we are of the opinion that the development of 
such a park, while much to be desired, is too uncertain at this time to 
be available in connection with a war memorial. ; 

This report is submitted on the assumption that a square or park will 
be created as a municipal project in the usual manner, but, of course, the 
war memorial itself, whatever its form, will be the gift of the people, to be 
paid for by popular subscription.

The undersigned, the sub-committee appointed by you to make an in- 
_ vestigation with regard to tha proposed site of a Memorial to our Soldiers 
and Sailors and to report our recommendations to the General Committee. 


beg leave to report as follows: 
The discussion of the subject of a site at the meeting of the General 
Committee held on Wednesday evening, April 2nd, brought out the sug- 
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gestion that the best interests of the City required the widening of Park 
Avenue from West Front Street to West Second Street and that if the 
Common Council shall provide for this public improvement it may also 
include therein a public square in accordance with the suggestion of the 
Mayor in his annual message of January list, 1919, 

We have given careful consideration to the question and are unani- 
mously of the opinion that if the City undertakes the widening of Park 
Avenue, and in connection therewith the creation of a public square, there 
should be reserved in the public square a place for a Memorial in the 
form of a rostrum or some similar structure. 

Your Committee can think of no more appropriate place for a me- 
morial and are strongly of the opinion that this site tentatively sug- 
gested would be the most, desirable from every point of view. 

The City authorities, no doubt, will promptly reach a conclusion one 
way or the other. In the meantime, we think it desirable to defer con- 
sideration of other sites, as well as the form of memorial, plans, estimates, 
etc. 

If the suggested public improvement be accomplished, as we hope it 
will be, your Committee feel that there would be no difficulty in raising 
a very substantial sum of money for the erection of an attractive and 
durable Memorial which would last for many generations and be a source 
of convenience and satisfaction to all the inhabitants of the City.

Bonus Payment to Firemen and Policemen. 
June 16, 1919. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


Provision was made in the Annual Budget for a bonus payment of 
one hundred and fifty dollars to members of the Fire and Police Depart- 
ments serving for the period of the present year, provided legislation to 
authorize such payments could be secured. I referred to this in my an- 
nual message and advised you that I was engaged in obtaining legislative 
sanction to this method of makinig substantial increases in the compensa- 
tion of city employes, so long as necessary to meet present living condi- 
tions, without permanently fixing salaries at rates which under easier col- 
ditions later on might not be just to taxpayers. Our plan met with prac- 
tically unanimous approval throughout the State, from municipalities, 
Boards and Commissions, Chambers of Commerce and organizations of 
every kind; and the result was the enactment of Chapter 4, Laws of 1919, 
authorizing extra compensation to employes of the city in addition to their 
regular pay. 

I recommend that the payments ‘be made to firemen and policemen— _ 
one hundred dollars on July first, and fifty dollars on December first, and 
‘attach herewith appropriate resolutions to authorize same prepared by 
Corporation Counsel in accordance with the provisions of the Act of Legis- 
lature above referred to.

SALARIES AND BONUS PAYMENTS 
July 7, 71919. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


The Annual Budget provided for salary increases for certain city 
officials, where such increases may be made during the term of office of 
the incumbent, and for bonus payments in other cases to cover the equiva-- 
lent of a salary increase for the year 1919 and until the adoption of an 
ordinance fixing salaries for succeeding terms of office. Under this ar- 
rangement increases in compensation will be made as follows:

You will recall that in fixing these increases in the Budget, it was 
taken into account that the salaries of certain officials had recently been 
increased, and in addition it was felt that in certain cases the hours of 
service and other considerations called for some equalization of rates. 

I attach herewith appropriate ordinances and resolutions, prepared 
by Corporation Counsel, for the authorization of the above increases and 
payments, and recommend their adoption. I will later submit an ordinance 
fixing salaries for terms succeeding those of present incumbents in order 
to comply with the statute in such case made and provided.

Special Message No. 22 
PURCHASE AND SALE OF FOOD SUPPLIES 
August 4, 1919. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City, of 
Plainfield: 


I have been notified |lby the New York Zone Supply Division of the War 
Department that the Government will sell to municipalities canned meats 
at about 80% of cost and canned vegetables at invoice cost, sales to be 
in car load lots with opportunity for advance inspection. Municipalities 
in this State are authorized by Chapter 53, Laws of 1918, to purchase food 
Supplies and sell them, without profit, but at prices which shall equal the 
cost of handling, storing, and selling same. We have many people to 
whom the high cost of living is a more serious daily problem just now than 
it has ever been before, and I recommend action by your honorable body 
so that advantage may be taken of this opportunity to afford at least tem- 
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porary relief. JI attach resolutions prepared by Corporation Counsel to ~ 
conform with the requirements of the statute, which will enable the city 
to borrow funds for this purpose, and delegating to the Chairman of the 
Public Affairs Committee the necessary authority to conduct the business 
on behalf of the city. 

If the Government undertakes, as recently proposed, the sale and dis- 
tribution of food supplies through the Parcels Post, and if such disposition 
et the surplus food stuffs now stored by the Government shall be found 
to be a quicker or better way of affording local relief, the authority con- 
ferred by these resolutions need not be exercised, But I suggest the adop- 
tion of the resolutions, so that prompt action thereunder may be taken if 
necessary.

Special Message No. 23 
Additional Pay for Firemen and Policemen. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


In 1918 the regular annual salaries of firemen and policemen were — 
Increased one hundred dollars, and in addition each of ‘them received one 
hundred and fifty dollars in recognition of extra work faithfully performed 
in war time with a shortage of men in both departments. This year’s 
budget, ‘fixed in January, made provision for a bonus of one hundred and 
fifty dollars, so that at present the men are being paid annually two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars more than they were getting a little over a year 
ago. But this year there has lbeen not only no improvement in living con- 
ditions, but they have gone from bad to worse, clearly necessitating a 
further and substantial increase in pay. 

We should provide good pay for officers and men in both departments. 
We want to attract good men and keep them. They cannot be happy in 
their work and hope to succeed in it if under strain of financial anxiety. 

Until this year we were not in a position to do as well by them as we 
wished because the law prohibits any reduction of regular salaries; and 
if we steadily increase salaries solely to keep pace with abnormally high 
living costs, there would [be no way to readjust them in the event of a 
return to normal conditions. We now have a law under which we may 
make bonus payments in practically whatever amount we may determine, 
in addition to the salaries. If the cost of living continues at lits present 
level, or without appreciable reduction, long enough to indicate probable 
permanency, the bonus payments can later be made a part of the regular 
salaries. This arrangement is so obviously fair, both to employe and 
taxpayer, that one would be inclined to question the motive of opposition 
to it. If it is right that the men shall be paid whatever is necessary to 
make them to live comfortably under unusual conditions, it is equally 
right that opportunity for an equitable re-adjustment shall be reserved for 
the benefit of the taxpayer if there should be a substantial and permanent 
reduction in the cost of living. 

On this principle I have worked out, and submit herewith, a plan 
which has been discussed with the Fire Committee and the Board of Police, 
and has their approval. By economies practiced in both departments since 
we saw early in the year that more pay was imperative, there has been a 
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Saving effected which will enable us to make the plan operative as of 
October Ist, instead of waiting until the budget is made up in 1920. 

The plan provides for the elimination of the two lowest grades in both 
departments, so that the men will receive Class A pay after three full 
years of regular service instead of five years aS now. Men now in both 
departments who are in their first year of regular service will go into 
Class D, at $1,400 a year; those who have served one year will go into 
Class C at $1,500 a year; those who have served two years will go inte 
Class B at $1,600; and all who have served three years or more will zo 
into Class A at $1,700. The pay will be ‘by increasing the regular salaries 
one hundred dollars.a year, and a $300 bonus instead of $150 as at present. 
This means that the pay will be immediately increased at the rate of $250 
a year. There will be equivalent increases in pay for the officers, except 
that the salaries of the junior officers in the Police Department will be 
brought into line with those paid in the Fire Department. ‘The chiefs will 
receive the same bonus payments. Their salaries weré raised; with certain 
_ other city officials last June. 

The sub-joined schedule will show the plan in detail; and I submit 
with this recommendation for its adoption the ordinances and resolutions 
prepared by the ‘Corporation Counsel necessary to carry it into effect.

Special Message No. 24 
Property Values in the Recently Proposed Public Square Area. 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


The assessed value of the properties included in the whole area (in- 
cluding the Park avenue widening) necessary for the recently proposed 
public square lis $312,175. The Common Council, in explaining the square 
proposition to the voters, gave twice that value or about $624,000 as a 
liberal outside estimate of the price at which the properties could ibe had. 

The Plainfield Protective Association, opposing the public square plan, 
advised the voters through advertisements and circulars that instead of 
presenting estimated figures as the Council had done, it was able to inform 
them that the actual market value of six of the properties included in the 
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square area was $725,000, and that on the same basis of value the re- 
maining properties had a market value of $160,875, or a total market 
value of $885,875. As the assessed value is only about $312,000, it fol- 
lows that assessments in this part of the business section must be at only 
about 35 per cent. of their true value. 

All property is required by law to be assessed at its true value. While 
full value is perhaps nowhere the actual basis, it is unjust that some prop- 
erties should be assessed at a higher value relatively than others. If the 
properties under discussion are assessed at only*35 per cent. of their true 
value, then properties in other business sections and the bulk of the resi- 
dential property in the city are obviously bearing more than their share 
of the public expense. 

In order that the Common Council may have the benefit of the sources 
of information which enabled the Plainfield Protective Association to state 
positively what the market value of this property is, I recommend the 
adoption of the resolution hereto attached, requesting that the city be fur- | 
nished with this evidence, so that it may be used to justify the correction 
of valuations so inequitable within the knowledge of said association, As 
there is hardly anything more necessary to just government than equitable 
assesments, said association will undoubtedly comply with your request 
in furtherance of the objects for which it was organized, the protection of 
the interests of the taxpayers of the city.

Special Message No, 25 
THE WAR MEMORIAL 


To the Honorable the Members of the Common Council of the City of 
Plainfield: 


For your information and that of the public and at the risk of repeat- 
ing some things which have already been said, I present the following 
review of the War Memorial situation which appears to be not fully ages 
stood. 

I appointed the War Memorial Advisory Committee about a year ago 
to make merely a recommendation as to the ‘best form of memorial for 
Plainfield. Memorials erected to perpetuate great events have not always 
reflected the best taste of the period. There was a chance that our en- 
thusiasm might outrun our judgment in a matter calling for deliberation 
if we would enrich the city with some work of art and usefulness. 

The Committee collected information as to what otherscities were pro- 
posing to do and invited suggestions from our own people. It held many 
meetings and made a most thorough investigation of the subject. Ie 
eliminated such types as the arch and formal soldiers’ monument. It de- 
cided against a community house only after careful thought, feeling: that 
it is not a pressing need with school auditoriums available for most com- 
munity activities and that an endowment for its maintenance would be 
hard to raise by subscription, in addition to the memorial, itself. There 
would ‘be the same problem involved in some pe Sa by! any building 
project requiring annual support. 

Perhaps the most favored memorial was a mnie playground and 
parkway, a present necessity and properly maintained by taxation. But 
this presented complications. On account of many practical and political 
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problems which it will take time to solve before Green Brook can be util- 
ized, including the co-operation of North Plainfield, the Committee was 
compelled to abandon that site for a memorial, although it is now under 
consideration by the Research and Advisory Committee in connection with 
the development in course of time of a Municipal Park system, The Com- 
nuttee learned from a conference with North Plainfield officials that they 
have plans of their own for a park wholly within the borough and could 
not enter a joint project with us. 

After an exhaustive survey, the Committee recommended a memorial 
combining the monumental and utilitarian types, such as a clock-tower 
with a tablet room at the base and rostrum for public speaking. It would 
be an enduring memorial for all time, and involve no expense after erec- 
tion. It was to ibe paid for by popular subscription, the city to contribute 
as its share the site in the form of a public square or small park. The 
Committee was of opinion that the park opposite the High School would 
not furnish the best location; that a memorial of the character specified 
should not be off the beaten track but where people congregate, by its 
usefulness and |beauty to adorn the heart of the city and so remind us’ 
constantly in the pursuit of our daily affairs of the ideals and sacrifices 
which it commemorates. 

The Committee suggested two sites for your consideration Its first 
choice was the recently proposed public square at Front Street and Park 
Avenue; its second choice, the block opposite the City Hall. As to the 
latter, notwithstanding its possibilities in opening up a new and beautiful 
civic center, you felt that this would be an_unfair allotment of parks to 
one neighborhood, and that the project would not immediately help in the 
solution of traffic problems in the congested business section. After weeks 
of study of the various plans for open spaces and widened streets, you con- 
cluded that, looking to the future, the proposed public square was a mini- 
mum requirement for an open traffic terminal in the center of the busi- 
ness section; and that it would be good city planning, and real economy 
in the long run, to create the square in connection with the Park Avenue 
widening. But you put the responsibility for a decision up to the people; 
who either thought differently as to the necessity for a square or were 
unwilling to pay the price, notwithstanding the purpose to use it also as 
the site for the war memorial. 

The War Memorial Committee before making its report with the al- 
ternative recommendations above referred to, considered several other 
locations but they were all open to objections of one sort or another. For 
example, the location at the northeast corner of Front Street and Watchung 
Avenue would have had an unsightly background without the co-operation 
of North Plainfield which could not be secured. 

I ask indulgence for all this detail but wish to have the painstaking 
labors of the Memorial Committee and of’the Councilmanic Committees 
appreciated by the general public. People will not all agree with the 
decisions which have been made or the reasons for them; but fair-minded 
people will not let the fact of disagreement become an excuse for hasty 
criticism, where motives are disinterested and public-spirited service has 
unselfishly been rendered. The chronic fault-finder we can always ignore. 
It is an open secret that he is always too busy looking after his own inter- 
ests to contribute anything himself to the common welfare, though out- 
spoken in his dissatisfaction with the contributions of others. People who 
never render service themselves have no capacity to recognize it in others, 

It is unfortunate that it has taken so long to advance what seems so 
short a distance, but this has been unavoidable, and we really have pro- 
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gressed farther than appears on the surface. The Memorial Committee 
needed three months for its study of the subject, reporting its recommen- 
dations in April. Your committees required nearly as much time for a 
survey of street widening projects, before deciding in favor of the public 
square. We then had to wait three months for the general election. 

But the result is that we are now confronted with just the reverse 
of that which concerned us in the beginning and in place of an excess of 
enthusiasm there is danger that deliberation may have dampened our 
early ardor for a memorial worthy of the cause, and of our city. Unless 
prompt action is taken the project is bound to suffer. 

Obviously there is nothing further which can tbe done by the War 
Memorial Advisory Committee until the city decides whether it will fur- 
nish a site for a memorial either of the character which has been recom- 
mended or one of a different kind. Not until it is known just what con- 
tribution will be made by the city as its share in the enterprise, can it be 
determined what must ve provided outside, or the precise form which the 
memorial will take. In short, the war memorial is now primarily a Coun- 
cil problem and is in danger of becomin'g wholly such. I recommend that 
the subject be referred to your Public Affairs Committee, which I am sure 


will have the aid of the Memorial Committee to whatever extent may be. 


requested, in advising as to what it would be best to do. 

The placing of tablets in the City Hall would be entirely appropriate. 
Possibly that should be done in any event unless provision is made for 
them in a memorial elsewhere, in which case such duplication would be 
unnecessary. But we have all along had in mind doing something besides 
_ that. Surely we have felt that the spirit which drew us into this greatest 
of all wars and sustained us throughout its terrible course, would compel 


us to do something really splendid to perpetuate the great events through ~ 


which we have passed, and the ideals to which we have clung in passing,—- 
some open and visible tribute to the sacrifices which have been made and 


the lives which have been lost, and an inspiration for generations yet un- — 


born.

VICTORY LIBERTY LOAN 


Onee more and probably for the last time the people are éovied upon 
to subscribe to a great loan to the government as their contribution to the 
cause for which thousands of young men, on the threshold of life and 
with all its promise before them, have unhesitatingly given their lives. It 


was a wonderful thing, this great response from men, women and children ~ 


all over the land, when their country called upon them to furnish the 
means with which to carry on the war. That the loans would be sub- 
cribed we never had a doubt, but what gave cheer and encouragement to 
cur brave troops was that with the first three loans the number of sub 
scribers doubled each time and in the fourth loan more than twenty mil- 


lion people demonstrated their faith in the cause and their determination © 


to have a share in it. sb 

Now that the war is won and the German menace is crushed to the 
earth; now that there is hope for long years of peace and for a social 
order which will let people everywhere make the most of their lives while 
at the same time dealing fairly and unselfishly with their neighbors; now 
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that the untold horror of war itself is at an end and men are no longer 
killing each other and devastating the earth,—shall we be less ready when 
our patriotism is once more put ta the test? 

When it seemed as if civilization itself were at stake there was no 
question where we stood. Shall we hesitate now that we are safe and if 
remains but to pay with dollars the small balance due after thousands of 
lives have been lost in payment on account? It must never be said that 
we could accept the fruits of victory but were slow to square the account. 
It is natural that we should lose some of that driving force which asserts 
itself in a crisis and in moments, of great danger; and there may be less of 
cutward display. But surely there remains in us the same impelling pur- 
pose to see this thing through which we undertook. 

The people of Plainfield and North Plainfield have not forgotten the 
dark days a year ago when our hearts stood still in fear for the outcome. 
We have but to consider what our answer would have been last October 
when our advancing armies, slowly but at awful cost, were driving the 
foe to their borders, had we then been asked to lend more of our money 
on condition that the war with all its sacrifice of human life would imme- 
diately stop. Would there have been any question of the success of 2 
Victory Loan on such terms? Let us do now what we would have done 
then and show ourselves grateful and as prompt in the fulfillment of an 
obligation as we would have been to assume it.

Mayor’s Proclamation 
RENT PROFITEERING 


Numerous complaints have come to me in the last few weeks regard: 
ing so-called rent profiteering. There can be no doubt that rents have 
properly been increased to some extent, perhaps in the majority of cases. 
Landlords have enjoyed no providential immunity with respect to the 
high cost of living. But the housing projolem and present-day conditions 
generally have furnished opportunity which I am satisfied has been turned 
to advantage by some unscrupulous owners. 

So far as I am aware the City authorities are without power under 
State law or City ordinances to regulate rents, that is the terms under 
which parties enter into private engagements. But there certainly is a 
moral obligation to expose men to the public gaze who will turn the mis. 
fortune of others to their own selfish gain; and the weight and influence 
of my office will be exercised accordingly. 

-I therefore announce that tenants who are satisfied that their rents 
_have been advanced beyond all reason or justification, may register the 
facts in the office of the City Clerk. They will ‘be required to do this by 
affidavit, stating their names and the name of the landlord or owner; the 
amount of rent previously paid and for what period of time; the rent now 
paid or demanded, and other pertinent facts. All information thus volun- 
tarily given will be listed and placed on our public files and records, and 
transcripts thereof will immediately be turned over to the assessors for 
their consideration in fixing the 1920 tax assessments. 

Tenants who for any reason are unwilling that the facts be thus 
made public must necessarily be left privately to adjust their differences

To the Honorable Common Council of the City of Plainfield: 


Gentlemen:—-We submit herewith the annual report of work done 
and moneys received and expended by the Committee on Sewers during 
the year 1919, 

Only two sanitary sewers were constructed this year, viz: In Rose 
Street and Clinton Place, a combined length of 1,286 feet. This makes 
the present total length of sanitary sewers 69.38 miles. 

231 house connections were laid during the year, making a total 
of 5,009. 

Three miles of sewers were cleaned by dragging, and the rest were 
examined, tested or flushed. The cost of cleaning was $129.57 per mile, 
a higher price than usual, the difference being mainly due to the extra 
cost of cleaning the Clinton Avenue siphon. 

The sewers, including the pumping stations, have been under the 
charge of Mr. C. W. Collins, who has designed an operating device for 
fhe Monroe Avenue) pumping station which is simple and efficient, and 
effects a considerable saving in current, through the saving in air. 

The flow of air to the ejectors was formerly controlled by a rotary 
Pilot valve, which became worn and leaked air. This valve was expen- 
sive to renew, and it has /been replaced by a pair. of stock stop-cocks 
which are absolutely positive and very inexpensive. Those in the Monroe 
Avenue station have been in use eleven months and show no signs of — 
wear. The present equipment at Randolph Road should be replaced with 
this device, and one should also be installed in the Huntington Avenue 
station whenever the time comes to operate this station automatically.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STREETS 
Plainfield, N. J., December 31, 1919. 


To the Honorable Common Council of the City of Plainfield: 


Gentlemen:—-We submit herewith the annual report of work done 
and moneys received and expended by the Committee on Streets during 
the year 1919. 

Permanent Pavement 


Concrete pavements were constructed on Plainfield Avenue, full width 
between curbs from West Fifth Street to West Seventh Street, and eigh- 
teen feet wide from West Seventh Street to the southerly City Line, the 
latter section having shoulders of (bitumnious macadam three feet wide 
cn each side of the concrete. The pavement section is 6 inches deep at 
the sides and 8% inches in the center. The concrete was mixed in the 
proportions of one bag of cement, 2 cubic feet of sand and 3 cubic feet of 
clean trap rack, ranging in size from 214 to %4 inch. 
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The surface of the fresh concrete was struck off by means of tem- 
plates, then rolled with a hundred pound metal roller, and finished by 
two applications of a canvas-rubber belt. With these exceptions, the con- 
crete pavement was similar to that constructed in LOT 7s 

The brick pavement is of the semi-monolithic type, similar/ito' (hag 
laid in 1917 and was constructed in the following streets: 

West Second Street, from Park Avenue to Central Avenue; 

Madison Avenue, from West Front Street to Green Brook; 

Madison Avenue, from West Second Street to West Fourth Street; 

Sycamore Street, from East Fourth Street to Hast Fifth Street; 

East Third Street, from Watchung Avenue to Richmond Street. 

During the construction of the first half of the brick pavement, the 
paving bricks were delivered wel] in advance of the requirements of the 
work, but at this point the shipments of brick suddenly ceased, owing to 
the impossibility of securing cars. After a rather strenuous correspond- 


ence between the Mayor and the railroad authorities at Washington, care — 


were supplied and the brieks arrived late in the fall. By taking advantage 
of all suitable weather and suspending construction, during cold spells, 
the contractor successfully completed his contract. He is now required to 
maintain the pavement in good repair for a year from time of completion. 

The contractor for the concrete pavement was Joseph F. Burke, of 
this city, and for the brick pavement, ‘The Newark Paving Company, of 
Newark, N. J. Both contractors did excellent work,

method), were laid on the central portion of the following streets: 
Berckman Street, from South Avenue to Hast Front Street; 
Madison Avenue, from West Fourth Street to West Seventh Street; 
Clinton Avenue, from West Third Street to West Front Street. 
Your Committee would recommend the use of such pavements where 
the condition of the| present macadam does not warrant repair, and where 
more permanent pavements will not be required for a number of years. 


The benefit from such improvements would be greatly enhanced if the © 


entire width of the roadways could be improved at the same time, the 


City paying for rebuilding the portion originally macadamized, and the 
property owners being assessed for the cost of the remaining portions. Con- 
crete curbs and gutters would make a very attractive, finish for such pave- 
ments. 


The southern slope of the Rahway Road hill, where the macadam : 


was worn down to the boulder foundation, was improved with a course 
of 1% inch stone, hot “Tarvia X”’ and half-inch stone, the seal coat being 
omitted in order to leave the steep roadway somewhat rough. 


Your Committee regrets being obliged to leave such a legacy to the © 


Committee of 1920 as the roadway of West Front Street west of Clinton 
Avenue. Only temporary repairs were made to this street, owing to ex- 
pected improvements in connection with Route 9 of the State Highway. 
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Some work was done in patching macadam streets with previously 
mixed stone and Tarvila (‘‘K. P.’’); the.edges of the ipot-holes being first 
trimmed to give vertical edges, after which the mixture of Tarvia and stone 
lee rammed into the holes. This method of patching is giving good re- 
sults. 


Sidewalks and Curbs 


Most of the concrete sidewalks laid this year were in the district east 
of Leland Avenue and north of George Street, where the real estate pro- 
moters had laid the ‘concrete’ walks with the cement apparently omitted. 
Some of this replacement work remained unfinished when the contractor 
closed out his ‘business in this city, and it was not found feasible to make a 
new contract. 

Some progress has been made toward securing full-width concrete 
sidewalks for iall of the business section of the city, such walks having 
been laid on Park, Watchung and North Avenues and East and West 
Front Streets. 

It would be very desirable if several blocks of sidewalks could be 
laid by contract at one time, instead of having the property owners notified 
to construct sidewalks in front of their respective properties, as is now 
the custom. The present method causes much unnecessary delay, and re- 
sults in walks that are uneven in appearance. 


Street Signs 


Many of the street signs are missing or are defective; either in the 
sign itself or in the supporting ‘board. Perhaps it is time to abandon the 
placing of street signs on electric light poles, and to provide independent 
iron standards and supporting frames.

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This season, most of the bituminous material was delivered and ap- 
plied to the streets by means of motor trucks, and this method has proved 
successful. 


City Yards and Stable 


Considerable use has jbeen made of the railroad siding at the South 
Avenue (Temple) yard, but no permanent improvement could be made 
there until Mr. Temple’s lease expires, April 1, 1920. After this date 
it has been proposed to erect sheds for sheltering the City sprinkling 
wagons, tar and sand spreaders, etc., and tthen to abandon the rented yard 
at Scott Avenue. ‘Tentative plans and specifications have been drawn for 
the construction of steam roller shed and shop, and it has also been pro- 
posed to extend the present trestle and build a storehouse at the end, 
covering the length of one car. These contemplated improvements will 
no doubt ‘be considered in connnection with the motorizing of the city 
equipment in the not distant future. 


One of the old fire horses died of cerebro-spinal mefngitis the last 
of December and his place is being temporarily filled by a horse loaned for 
his keep. 

We have been using the eight horses belonging to the City as two 
single carts and three double teams, all kept at the West Second Street 
stable, formerly a fire engine house. The stable has been repaired and 
the cart-shed in the rear has been rebuilt.. 


‘Street Widening 


The proceedings for widening Watchung Avenue, from Green Brook 
to East Third Street have progressed as far as the Board of Assessors, 
who are expected to report their award of damages very soon. . 

Some work has been done on the survey and’ map for the widening of 
Park Avenue on the westerly side, from Front Street to Second Street. . 

An ordinance and map-were introduced a few years ago, for the ; 
widening of East Second Street, from Church Street to a point a short | 
distance east of Washington Street. The cost of this improvement .should 
be small, and it would seem very desirable to widen this narrow section 
of street, which is now ‘“‘two and a half rods” (41.25 feet) wide. -

To the Honoralble Mayor and Common Council: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to present to you, my Twentieth Annual 
Report of the Police Department. Back in 1919 we embarked on the troubled 
waters of disorganization. Not in the Force, but disorganization through- 
out the Country. The World ‘for four long years had been in turmoil. 
Peace came, and with it a world-wide relaxation. Then a reaction. ‘Here 
and there crime appeared. But the force was prepared and through the 
vigilant and untiring labors of the men every plan was nipped in the bud. 

The Communist Party formed a branch here and sought to cause dis- 
ruption. But all ‘their plots and plans were of no avail, for each member 
was taken into custody before any damage was done. 

Conditions are about normal again, after the war. 

The Department has been greatly aided by the Home Defense League 
which is still under ‘the skillful guidance and paternal influence of Ciaptain 
J. Whitney Baker. These men have been ever ready, as it has been seen, 
to give their all, at tha command, fov the good of their City and Country, 
and therefore \it is with the greatest pleasure that I take this means of 
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thanking Captain Baker and his stalwart men for their valuable and much 
appreciated assistance. 

Since Prohibition and the strict enforcement of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment came, there has been a noticeable cessation of arrests for drunken- 
ness. 

During the past year, a number of Patrolmen have resigned to take 
positions in the shops, or at their trades, where they could obtain more 
money and have shorter hours. This is a question of vital importance 
and unless it is thoroughly investigated by tthe Council the future of the 
force will be at stake. Living wages must be paid if Plainfield is to have 
a Police Force that can live up to the standard. 

I want to thank the Mayor and Council for all they have done through- 
out the year, and in conclusion I must say, I trust that the people of our 
fair city will not underestimate, (they cannot overestimate) the work and 
men of our Police Department. Too much praise cannot be accorded these 
valiant men. They have merited it; their accomplishments even demand it.

Gentlemen:—1I have the honor to submit to you my fourth report as 
Chief of the ‘Fire Department for the year ending December 31st, 1919, 
giving the number of alarms and fires attended by the department during 
the year and the amount of insurance and losses as near as can be ascer- 
tained. 

Manual Force 


One chief engineer; one assistant chief; four captains; twenty-four 
privates, five of whom are on trial. There were twenty-eight men in the 
Department December 31st ,1918, with the exception of three who were 
in the United States Army, two having returned during this year and one 
Who is. still with the Army. Vacancies have occurred on account of various 
reasons.

Houses 


There are three engine houses owned by the City, headquarters build- 
ing, Nos. 145 and 149 East Second Street, is occupied by the Chief Engi- 
neer’s offices, chief’s car, assistant chief’s car, No, 2 combination chemical 
and hose, No. 2 engine and hose, No. 2 city service truck, No. 1 combina- 
tion chemical and hose, tractor drawn, and one steam fire engine in re- 
Serve. At 206 West Second Street we have one aerial truck in reserve 
Which truck is in an unfit condition for safety and duty. 

No. 3 engine house, Nos. 7310 and 732 West Fourth Street, containing 
one combination chemical and hose. 

No. 4 engine house, Nos. 1015 and 1017 South Avenue, containing 
one combination engine, chemical and hose apparatus. 

All apparatus is motor driven with the exception of the steam fire 
engine and aerial truck which are in reserve.

There were 9,800 feet of hose in the Department as of December 31st, 

1918. Hose tested and found that thirty-two lengths or 1,600 feet were 
defective and not fit for use. Some of the hose is dated 1900, 1902, 1908, 
1904 and 1906. All hose tested’ to 250 pounds pressure. There is now in 
use by the Department 8,050 feet of hose which stood the above test. 
2,000 feet of new hose has been ordered but not received as yet.

There are four hundred and ten hydrants in ithe City. 


Fire Alarm System 


Our system is of the Gamewell type, with sixty-three fire alarm boxes, 
Six of which are private. Two private boxes installed this year. We have > 
about thirty-six miles of overhead wire, with five fifteen inch house gongs; 
Six inch tappers installed in the homes of members of the department, 
newspaper offices and others; one six circuit automatic repeater, 1 six 
Circuit switch-board with instruments mounted on it for testing and charg- 
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ing batteries, two house and three alarm circuits in use. 


One alarm trans- 


mitter and one alarm register with time stamp and paper take-up reel. 
Power is furnished for the system by the Public Service Electric Company.

Conclusion and Recommendations 


The Fire and Buildings Committee give much time and attention to 
the interest of the Fire Department. Additional fire alarm {boxes and 
hydrants are needed as the City is growing in all directions. An alarm 
punching register should be installed in No. 3 engine house. A seventy- 
five foot auto aerial truck should ‘be purchased and apparatus painted, A 
mechanic should be employed tto make repairs and necessary changes in 
the apparatus. The purchase of a naw pumping engine should. be given 
consideration in the near future. A drill tower is needed. A new head- 
quarters building should be built. A few minor changes are needed at 
_this time. The Hayes hook and ladder truck now in service is not con- 
sidered safe. Tests show that 'the Water Company is capable of deliver- 
ing a larger amount of water than is called’ for in the contract. Both 
the City and the Water Company know that the mains in the western part 
of the City are too small to give adequate pressure, hydrants and the dis- 
tribution of the same are wide.particularly in the outlying districts. Addi- 
tional hydrants should |be set for pressures are too low to give moderately 
effective direct hydrant streams except through short lines of hose. 
A suitable auto should be purchased for the Chief of the Depart- 
ment. The one now used to be turned over to the electrician of the 
fire alarm system. The fire alarm wires should lbe placed underground. 
Incombustible material should be required throughout the city on all 
new or repaired roofs. ‘The Department is short of men owing tq 
high wages paid in factories and other industries. The shortage should 
be filled and four additional men added to the department. 

The Telephone Company, Board of Health, Police Department, Chief 
Kiely and men work in conjunction with the Flire Department, always 
ready to assist. The officers and men in the Fire Department owing to 
the shortage of men have worked hard and fast and have jbeen loyal to 
the city and the department. 

To the Mayor, Councilmen, Fire Committee and all I extend thanks 
of the Department for their efforts to help.

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I would ask your Honorable Body for an increase in pay. The 
high cost of living affects me the Same as it does any other man but for 
some reason I am the only City employee that. did not receive an increase 
in pay for the year 1919. 

I would ask also for a new desk. The one I am using is over thirty 
years old and at the time it was bought was not a first quality desk. I 
need another table for my office about six feet long to lay plans of large 
buildings on and als¢ if builders want to do writing, one or more of them 
can do it at the same ?time. At present I have to give up my desk to 
them and if there is more than one, which often happens, one has to 
wait until the other is through. There should be some better arrange- 
ment for the plans that have been filed for twenty or more years, as it 
is not an unusual thing for architects or owners to call for plans that 
have been filed twelve to eighteen years. I have nearly seven thousand 
permits filed in this office. Perhraps it would do to destroy ‘those that 
are over twelve years old as I have never: had permits called for by the 
courts; they ask for plans only. 

If the coming year is anywhere near as busy a year as I anticipate, 
I will certainly need help as I have at present the office work to do as 
well as the inspecting and no living one man can do both as it should 
be done. 

The present mode of hiring a cab to do inspecting is a very un- 
satisfactory way of doing it. 'There should ‘be a better way employed. 

This is the only city in the United States that I know of that does 
not charge a fee for filing plans. If a small fee had been charged this 
year it would more than have paid the expenses of this office even if the 
proper help should have been employed. 

I again recommend that the new building code ‘be adopted and 
printed, as there is hardly a day passes that I am not called on for a 
copy of our code. I have had calls for a copy of the code from archi- 
tects from New York, Newark, Philadelphia and other cities and am get- 
ting ashamed to have to tell them that we have not had any in three 
Or four years. It is not fair to builders, especially to the many young 
builders just starting ‘business to have to alter constructions as they’ have 
no copy of the Plainfield Building Code and cannot get one.

the Board’s operations, but also to take up certain very important lines, — 


especially that of ‘“‘Housing,’? work which has never been properly de 
veloped in Plainfield. i , 

It has been difficult to secure help in our various departments until 
recently because of the demands made by the late war, and now we Can 
only secure such help at a very material advance in rates paid before the 
war. 

The Board again calls the attention of the Council to the need of a 
municipal system of collection of garbage, ashes, rubbish. Every year 
beginning with the year 1903, the Board has made this recommendation. 
It is not necessary to repeat the reasons for this opinion; any city of the 
size of Plainfield that desires to be rated as a first class city must have 
such a system.

COMMUNICABLE DISEASE: 


Our record of cases for the year is apparently very high in comparison 
with the years previous to 1918, but an analysis of the figures discounts 
the total by nearly fifty per cent., due to the number of cases of Infiuenza 
and Pneumonia which followed in the wake of the epidemic, and also to 
a decided increase in measles. 

As provided under the State law this Department continues to furnish 
the following free service for Communicable Disease: 

Anti-toxin for indigent cases of diphtheria. 

Pasteur treatment for indigent persons. . 

Vaccination against both Typhoid Fever and Small Pox, upon request. 

Treatment for any Venereal Disease. 

Bacteriological examinations of specimens in suspected and actual 
cases of communicable disease.

Scarlet Fever 


Forty-six cases of this disease with one death is our record for the 
year. While in numbers it is larger than any year since 1913, the increase 
is not recognized as such when compared on a population basis. The one 
death is the first we have had from this cause since 19 ta 
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Diphtheria 


This disease has been somewhat prevalent, and in some places epi- 
demic, throughout the State, but we fortunately had only a slight increase 
in cases. The seven deaths, however, emphasize the need of prompt medi- 
cal attention with the administration of anti-toxin in the earliest stages 
of the disease. 

Venereal Disease Clinic 


Through the co-operation of Muhlenberg Hospital, the physicians of 
Plainfield, the United States Public Health Service and the State Board of 
iealth, there was opened during May, a Venereal Diseace Clinie at Muhlen- 
berg Hospital. Here anyone, regardless of residence, suffering from any 
sien disease, may upon application receive free diagnosis’ and treat- 
ment. 

Throughout the country this work is now well under way and the 
local clinic is doing excellent work. In June, the need of extensive adver- 
tising to familiarize the public with the Clinic was very apparent. <A 
meeting of some of the representative manufacturers was held and the 
matter was laid before them. As a result, a fund of $300 was raised at 
once with further contributions coming to carry on the campaign, Very 
good results were noted at the start and with additional funds we can 
hope to do our share to give those unfortunate enough to be afflicted an 
opportunity of a complete return to normal health. 


Measles — 


This disease showed-a definite increase and our Staff was severely 
taxed to comply with the State regulations requiring that houses where 
cases existed be placarded. 

Measles is the most contagious of all diseases, being transmitted by 
direct contact with a patient or the fresh secretions. As the ‘first stages 
cf the disease are not easily recognized as such, most cases are a source 
of infection before the rash appears as a warning. In the opinion of many 
authorities, this disease is often responsible for many physical ailments de- 
veloping in later life, such as eye strain, deafness, some forms of indiges- 
tion, tuberculosis and even Bright’s Disease. Pneumonia is all too often a 
complication and such cases usually result fatally. 

AS a means of preventing the spread of this disease, it is essential 
that whenever a ‘‘cold-in-the-head”’ or any abnormal symptoms appear, the 
child ‘be restrained from mingling with) others until a diagnosis can be 
made. It is also important that, children be kept away from those known 
to be suffering with colds or measles. :

Fumigation as a means of disinfection has been recognized as a waste 
of time and material since 1907, when Dr. Charles V. Chapin,. Superin- 
tendent of Health of the State of Rhode Island, after exhaustive experi- 


ments, discontinued the practice in his city of Providence. Boston, New | 


York, and many other cities throughout the country followed this lead. 
For some time our Department has contemplated this step, and during the 
latter part of the year, the Board officially ordered that fumigation as a 
routine measure be abolished. ; 


CHILD HYGIENE 


This new Division, under the direction of a Registered Nurse, has al- 
ready made its impression on the Infant Mortality: and is certain to result 


in better babies and healthier children; reduce the contagious disease rate; — 


lessen the number of cases of Tuberculosis; and help to build up a stronger, 
healthier and therefore more efficient citizenship within the next genera- 
tion. It includes prenatal and infant welfare work, child hygiene to school 
age, and systematic inspection of the Parochial School children, resulting 
in the early detection of communicable disease and the correction as far as 
possible of physical defects. 
Our present nurse came with us on the 3rd of March and since that 
time to the end of the year made the following visits and inspections:

VITAL STATISTICS 


The Vital Statistics resumed normal proportions last year after the 
close of the war and the Influenza Epidemic, the only exception being a 
decidedly increased Marriage rate. The birth rate was practically the 
Same as 1918; and while the death rate was much lower, it fell only 
slightly below the normal. The number of deaths during January showed 
a material increase over the.usual number for that month, but.the average 
for the year was maintained ‘by the remarkably low number. occurring in 
August and September. The following table, comparing the deaths by 
months for the past two years, will be of interest in this connection:

The high mortality at the beginning of the year was caused by the 
epidemic which continued in severity through January, although cases 
were reported until the middle of April. The drop in the number of 
deaths during the summer—the time of year when the infant mortality 
reached its maximum—may be attributed in part to favorable weather 
conditions; another reason may, however, be found iin the greater amount 
of welfare work done during the past year. 

The infant mortality for the entire year was remarkably low. Com- 
parison with 1918 shows the following:

In other words, out of every 100 babies born during 1919, only seven 
died before reaching the age of one year, as against thirtreen the previous 
year.

Laboratory supervision has been continued over our water supply 
and no change in its quality has been noted. No indication of B. Coli 
has been found in a dilution as high as 10 c.c. Forty-five samples were 
analyzed. 

: Milk Supply 

A great deal of work was done on the milk supply this past year with 
excellent results. Much was accomplished despite the fact that owing to 
the failure of the tice crop, cooling facilities were below any reasonable 
standard in many instances. There has been no material change in any 
of our milk supplies other than the installation of pasteurizing plants by 
two of our dealers.

hearty co-operation in these cases from the Charity Organization, and the 4

the offenders compelled to provide for their families.

judgment and discretion in this trying ordeal.
